Tue course of the domestic trade of the United 
States during November and for the eleven months 
ending with November is generally satisfactory. The 
Treasury Bureau of Statistics, reporting on internal 
trade at interior centers; shows that Minneapolis, Du- 
luth, Milwaukee and Chicago received 101,010,108 
bushels from spring wheat territory for the first quar- 
ter of the current crop year, being a gain of 39 per 
cent over the first quarter of 1900. At the winter 
wheat markets of Toledo, Detroit, St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City the first five months of this crop year, on the 
contrary, show a decrease in receipts from 46,441,478 
bushels to 35,798,728 bushels. 


Cuas. W. Lyman, at present an advertising solic- 
itor for the Scientific American and an old newspaper 
man, certainly has the journalistic instinct in a high 
degree, as is shown by his narration of the following 
little incident that occurred when he was reporting on 
the Atlantic (Iowa) Telegraph: 

“I remember at that time a horse thief had been cap- 
tured some 40 miles away from the town, and I was sent out 
to report his execution, for the ‘Regulars’ soon condemned 
him to be shot. I managed to get right up to the man’s el- 
bow just before he made his dying oration to the crowd. 
Something he said missed my ear, and I stopped him in his 
speech and asked him to repeat the words. He did so, but 
those in the crowd who were not in the newspaper business 
thought I had a fairly good sized nerve to interrupt a man 
who was about to be launched into eternity for the purpose 
of getting his dying speech accurately.” 








Tue Washington Post has a novel but, we fear, an 
impracticable suggestion for the establishment of a 
clearing house for small accounts. The suggestion has 
its origin in the annoyance incident to the payment of 
a score of bills, more or less, each too small to warrant 
the drawing of a check, the purchase of a money order 
or the registering of a letter. Here is the scheme for 
relief as outlined by the Post: 

“Suppose the small dealers in Washington generally em- 
powered a certain clearing house to receive cash and receipt 





bills for them, and had their bills printed with a detachable 
coupon like a gas bill; the householder could let enough 
such bills accumulate to make a respectable total, draw li 
check for $55.34, or whatever the sum might be, and take 
his receipts in a bunch. That would relieve him of an 
enormous amount of trouble; it would save him the postage 
and risk of mailing; it would spare the overworked bank 
clerks a mass of work which they now must do in entering 
petty checks; and, last, but not least, the creditors would 
receive the money for dozens of accounts too trifling to 
warrant following up on their part and apt to be overlooked 
and forgotten by the debtor. The clearing house could charge 
a minute fee for handling this business and make a fine 
income from the aggregate of it.”

WiLLtiAM E. Curtis, writing in the Chicago Rec- 
ord-Herald, pays his respects to the primitive heating 
apparatus in vogue in the city of Florence, Italy. He 
tells of artists garbed in heavy overcoats, with their 
legs wrapped up in blankets and their noses and fingers 
blue with cold, copying pictures in the Uffizi and Pitti 
galleries. The Florentian churches are declared to be 
refrigerators, warranted to chill human flesh in a very 
few minutes. He continues as follows: 

“I do not understand how the poets and artists 
who have made this city famous were able to work 
the winter, for if there is any one thing that will cause 
the divine afflatus to evaporate sooner than another it 
is cold feet. There is no way of heating any of the 
great palaces of Florence. ‘There are no stoves or fire 
places or furnaces, and no chimneys except for the 
kitchen. In a few modern houses steam heat and fire 
places have been introduced, and one frequently sees 
a stove pipe sticking through a piece of tin that has 
been inserted in a sash of one of the windows, and in 
some of the hotels fire places have been arranged in 
compliance with the demands of foreign patrons, but 
the fuel is little sticks of olive wood not much bigger 
than your finger, and it keeps one busy tending the 
fire. The man who said that he did not see how any- 
body could live in Florence in the winter or how any- 
body could die there in summer knew what he was 
talking about. 

“We were told of one place in Florence where people 
can manage to keep warm, and that is the Villa Trol- 
lope, formerly owned by the English authoress of that 
name. George Eliot lived there for several years and

wrote “Romola,” altogether the best story of Floren- 
tine life, in the corner room of the first floor. The 
house is now a pension chiefly patronized by Americans 
because the dining room and halls have hot-air radi- 
ators, there are stoves in several of the rooms and fire 
places in others, and the landlady, Mrs. MacNamee, 
who comes from New Jersey, serves corn-beef hash, 
codfish balls and mince pie to homesick Americans.”

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GASOLENE STOVE CLEARING HOUSE 
ESTABLISHED. 


On December 27 last Clifford W. Perkins, A. S. 
Meekin and K. K. McLaren incorporated the American 
Stove Co., under the laws of New Jersey, with a capital 
stock of $125,000, which will be increased to $5,000,- 
000. The press dispatches of that date gave the mis- 
leading information that this new company would be 
the basis of a stove trust with a capitalization of sev- 
eral millions. 

This company is not a stove but a gasolene stove 
consolidation, embracing the “big seven” of the gaso- 
lene stove world, viz.: Geo. M. Clark & Co., Chicago; 
Standard Lighting Co., Cleveland; Schneider & Tren- 
kamp, Cleveland; Monarch Stove & Mfg. Co., Mans- 
field, Ohio; Ringen Stove Co., St. Louis, Mo. ; National 
Stove & Mfg. Co., Lorain, Ohio, and Dangler Stove 
& Mfg. Co., Cleveland, Ohio. This consolidation 
seemed to have insuperable obstacles in its way, and its 








successful consummation is due to the indefatigable 
energy and persistence of C. A. Stockstrom, of the 
Ringen Stove Co., St. Louis, who will act as executive 
head of the new company, while the important post 
of secretary will be filled by Herman Trenkamp, for- 
merly of the Schneider & Trenkamp Co., Cleveland. It 
is probable that Mr. Trenkamp will move to St. Louis in 
the near future and will transact the multifarious busi- 
ness of his office with that point at his headquarters. 
Meetings of gasolene stove men were held at Chicago 
on January 3 and 4, and finally on the 7th a final 
meeting was held at which all details were adjusted and 
the scheme became a go and the different plants are 
being inventoried. 

This new merger of gasolene stove interests is not 
a “trust” in the sense in which the Standard Oil Co. 
is a trust, but is rather a clearing house which will 
classify the distributive atmosphere and curb excessive 
and ruinous competition. Added to its economy of dis- 
tribution will be that of manufacturing. No effort, 
as far as we know, will be made to raise prices, but on 
the contrary the economies of the new system may un- 
doubtedly result in lower prices. 

The range of prices is of course a matter of con- 
jecture in any line of business, but it can be confidently 
stated that 1902 will see a uniformity of prices in

various localities and seasons that has not been exces- 
sively conspicuous the past years. 

The needless duplication of travelers and the ex- 
pense of cross-fire freight rates will be minimized under 
the new management with its carefully planned terri- 
torial allotments. 

The trade will have the benefit of an unerring 
uniformity of prices. The haggling over extra dis- 
counts that is the outcome of conditions where the 
dealer perpetually fears that his competitor is getting 
secret rebates that will put him out of the running will 
become but a trade memory in the future. 





AMENDMENTS TO BANKRUPTCY LAW. 


The Omaha Association of Credit Men have care- 
fully formulated the following amendments which they 
desire made to the present bankruptcy law: 

First—That Section 57g be clearly defined and state in 
unmistakable language that any and all payments made in 
good faith and in the ordinary course of trade shall not 
be considered preferences. 

Second—That the law be so amended as to vest in the 
United States courts complete, absolute, and exclusive 
jurisdiction in all matters pertaining to bankruptcy. 

Third—That a discharge be denied or revoked if the 
bankrupt has (1) committed an offense punishable by im- 
prisonment as the law now provides; or (2) failed to keep 
or refused to furnish books of accounts, records or such 
other information necessary to ascertain his true financial 
condition; or (3) his estate shall not have paid a dividend 
of at least 25 per cent; or (4) obtained property on credit 
upon a false statement made by him to any person for the 
purpose of obtaining credit or of being communicated to the 
trade or to the person from whom he obtained such property 
on credit; or (5) make a fraudulent transfer of any portion 
of his property to any person; or (6) been granted a dis- 
charge in bankruptcy within six years; or (7) in the course 
of his proceedings refused to obey any lawful order of or 
to answer any question approved by the court; or (8) failed 
tofilea correct or complete schedule of his assets; or (9) failed 
to attend one or the first meeting of his creditors; or (10) 
become insolvent through gambling, dissipation or wilful 
neglect. 

Fourth—That the law provide for uniform exemptions. 

Fifth—That a bankrupt’s wife be a competent witness 
and subject to examination. 

Sixth—That the bankrupt be required to attend for ex- 
amination without expense to the estate at least one meet- 
ing of creditors. 

Seventh—That any person shall be required to attend 
as a witness before a referee, regardless of the distance of 
his place of: residence.

A PROBLEM IN HEATING APPARATUS. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 
I have a problem in a heating apparatus for hot 


water for a bath tub. The party wants to place the 

hot water boiler in the bath room and have the pipes 

pass through the cellar. He also wants to heat his 

boiler with a gasolene torch when the kitchen stove is 

not in use. Please illustrate in THe ARTISAN the best 

way for me to locate this apparatus. Respectfully, 
Illinois, Jan. 5, 1902. JAMES W. Brown... 

ANSWER BY J. J. LAWLER. 


It is not practical to locate the hot-water boiler 
in the bath room in this case and carry all the pipes 
in the cellar which are to connect the boiler with range 
in kitchen, hence your customer asks you to do some- 
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thing that no one can de. But the hot-water boiler 
may be placed in the bath room and heated from the 
waterback in kitchen stove by making the pipe con- 
nections as shown in the accompanying illustration, 
Fig. 1. In this method of construction the top pipe 
from water is carried to side of kitchen wall and then 
rising on the wall to a point near the ceiling, and then 
along the side wall with a slight rise to bath room, con- 
necting to boiler as shown, while the lower pipe from 
waterback is brought down into the cellar, and rising 
to bottom of boiler as also shown in sketch. It may 
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be that the lady of the house objects to pipes passing 
along the kitchen wall, but this is good enough for 
any house where a sink is tolerated in a bath room. 
The illustration, Fig. 2, is a floor plan of the house, 
and the dotted lines between range in kitchen and 
boiler in bath room represent the hot-water pipe, and 


in making the pipe connections on top of boiler be 
sure to draw all hot water from top of tee to which 
the hot-water pipe from waterback connects, as this 
will relieve the pipe of air each time warm water is 
drawn from the system. We have not been told what 
source of water supply there is for this job, but if 


there is a street supply it will be all right as shown, 
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and if an open tank is used, from which the system 
will receive its supply, that tank must be located some 
distance above the top of the hot water boiler. We 
would not recommend using a gasolene torch for heat- 
ing the boiler at any time, for the reason that the 
writer is not acquainted with one that is either safe 
or practical for such purposes. If there is gas in the 
house for illuminating purposes it can also be used 
for heating the water, by attaching a small gas water 
heater to the boiler, plenty of which are in the market.

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RICHMOND FURNACES. 


The accompanying cut shows the Richmond fur- 
nace, series 210-300, manufactured by the Richmond 
Stove Co., Norwich, Conn., for whom the Chicago Heat- 
er & Supply Co., Chicago, and Rumsey & Sikemeier 
Co., St. Louis, Mo., are Western agents.

All joints are so constructed that when properly erected 
the furnace is absolutely gas tight. The casings are 
constructed double. The base ring is perforated and al- 
lows a circulation of air between the two casings, which 
is discharged into the top of the air chamber. The feed 
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tions other than the currents or winds prevailing close 
to the earth. 

In weather forecasting, no clouds are worthy of 
such attention as the cirrus clouds, which attain a 
greater elevation than any others, averaging in sum- 
mer a height of five or six miles above the earth. Their 
sudden appearance in a clear sky is generally a signal 
of foul weather, especially when their streamers have 
an upward tendency, for this indicates that the clouds 
are falling. After heavy rains, on the other hand, 
the formation of these clouds is often a sign of im- 
provement. 

When cirrus clouds appear in summer, the assump- 
tion is that rain will occur in two or three days. They 
are seldom seen in winter, and never for long. When

and ash pit doors, which are of ample proportions, are 
fitted to a large and heavy front shield. The ash pits 
have been made deep, thus securing a free passage of air 
to all parts of the grate. A dust flue, with a damper, 
connects the ash pit with the combustion chamber, al- 
lowing all dust to pass into the chimney. 


HOW TO FORECAST THE WEATHER. 


The ordinary person makes no distinction between 
one cloud and another, though by some meteorologists 
they are divided into four distinct groups; the heaped 
up cumulus; the delicate, feathery, curling little clouds, 
named cirrus, so high as to be frozen, often, into mi- 
nute needles of ice; the wide-spreading sheets of cloud 
named stratus, which, seldom more than half a mile 
above the earth, often come down to envelope us in 
fogs of mist; and the dark, unmistakable nimbus, very 
soon causing the water that left the earth as vapor to 
be restored as rain. 

The clouds owe their different forms to different 
physical states of the atmosphere, to which are also 
due the aerial currents, which often flow in direc- 


cirrus clouds assume the form of stratus, at any alti- 
tude of four or five miles, their persistence is an almost 
certain sign of rainy weather. If, on the contrary, 
they remain of small size and quickly disappear, no 
change is to be apprehended. 

Cumulus clouds vary enormously in size, but so 
long as they remain of moderate dimensions, in fine 
weather, they indicate a continuance of brightness. 
But when, in hot weather, they grow exceptionally 
large, they give warning of storms, with high tempera- 
ture—and with great certainty when they assume a 
dome-like shape. 

The ordinary stratus, the fog of the sky, is com- 
mon in all seasons, but is generally observed in the 
morning or evening. It causes fine rain, seldom of 
very long duration. 

None can mistake the nimbus forniations, those 
dark, heavy-looking masses, with clearly-defined out- 
lines, the certain precursors of immediate rain. They 
may attain the size of immense mountains of vapor, 
the base less than a mile above the ground, and the 
summit as high as five miles. Some nimbus clouds 
have been calculated to contain as much as 200 cubic 
miles of vapor !—Pearson’s Magazine.

SOLDERING STANDING SEAMS. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

B. E. Anderson, of Dawson, Minn., in last issue 

THE AMERICAN ARTISAN has given you precisely 
my views of soldering standing seams. But I wish to 
idd to this a movement of the copper bit which will 
assist, to a great extent, the tinner who has this difficult 
work to contend with. (As per illustration.) After pre- 
paring seam, apply proper flux moderately and for a 
short distance at a time, then with soldering copper, 
heated to a proper temperature to allow solder to flow 
smoothly, and tinned side of bit placed flat upon the 
seam, begin at top, with iron tilted at about an angle 
of 45°, drawing alternately backwards and forwards, to 
and from each side of seam, at the same time working 








toward bottom of vat, and covering or tinning each 
side of séam-a space of. from one-half to_ three-fourths 
of an ‘inch; this serves to keep up-a uniform tempera- 
ture and allows‘the solder to soak well into the seam, 
or loped and nailed, as it may be, and if soldering 
galvanized iron mix with your raw acid one-fifth part 
of killed spirits, or muriatic acid cut in zinc, in small 
quantity only. I know of no flux to take the place of raw 
acid for galvanized iron, and when using same I only 
apply just what I can cover with iron before acid 
ceases cutting zinc on the seam to be soldered. Never 
allow acid to remain on the iron till it turns the sheet 
black. 

I also keep a special set of coppers for galvanized 
iron and zine work, aside from all coppers and tinning 
fluxes for bright tin work, and never contaminate zinc 
oxides with any other solders or tools, a small piece of 
zine or babbit mixed unknowingly or carelessly with 
your pot metals for plumbing purposes will destroy 
metal, pot and ladle, unless you are prompted to guard 
against this it will cause you a great deal of trouble 
and expense, therefore, never lend these tools to smiths 
or wagon makers for running boxes in machinery. 
This will apply also to your soldering furnace; if you 
feel under obligations to lend this, substitute your 
blow torch, if any. Be also very careful in changing 
swabs with which you apply your flux; if you wish to 
get the best results from all things avoid contamination. 

This applies more to the uninitiated, who will, I 
hope, take these points into consideration.

Mich., tinner for the best method of repairing upright 
seams in a large tank I will say, that I had one to repair 
some time ago. It was a round galvanized-iron tank, 
held about 800 gallons. I first soldered it as Well as I 
could on the inside, I then made a cement of about half 
and half venetian red and red lead, mixed it with boiled 
oil, used just enough dryer in it to make it set good, I 
then coated the seams I had soldered well with this 
mixture, then I took some rags that were soaked in it 
and spread them over the seams and coated 
the whole thing over in good shape. The paint wants 


to be just thick enough to put on a good thick coat an 
not have it run. This tank I speak of was boxed i 
and could not be moved so had to bé soldered or r 
paired as it stood and I suppose our Michigan friend’ 
tank is in the same condition. This job was done abou 
a year ago and has not leaked yet. I find this also 
very useful cement for repairing old gutters that cannc 
be soldered, just paint a rag into them in the same man 
ner and they will last a long time. I also use it fo 
repairing iron roofs and where solder will not stick 
Will you please state whether the tapering elbow wantec 
is for a two or more sectioned elbow.

Of two women in a furniture store shopping for 
mirrors, one every now and then would place the tip 
of a finger against the face of a mirror and look at that 
point narrowly.

“Tf it is a good thick glass you will observe quite 
a little space between the two finger tips, and, generally, 
the thicker the glass, the better it is. 

“If it is a thin, fragile glass, and some mirrors 
are of glass not much thicker than tin, you will see 
your finger tips so close together that you would hardly 
think you could pass a piece of paper between them. 
But whatever the thickness may be, it will be indicated 
by the space between the finger tips.”—-New York Sun. 
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TRADE WITH THE PHILIPPINES. 





The prominence given to the commerce between 
the United States and the Philippine Islands through 
the recent decision of the Supreme Court and the 
necessity for legislation on that subject lends especial 
interest to some figures prepared by the Treasury 
Bureau of Statistics relative to the present imports 
from the Philippines and the constant demands of 
the United States upon the tropics for articles of daily 
requirement. These figures show that the total value 
of imports from the Philippines in the ten months 
ending with October, 1901, were $3,186,953. Of that 
sum only $222,797 was dutiable, and $2,964,156 was 
free of duty. Of the dutiable imports, $188,159 
represented the value of sugar, the value of all other 
dutiable articles being $34,638. Of the free importa- 
tions, $2,945,771 was manila hemp, and all other free 
articles, $18,385. The importation of hemp from the 
Philippines in 1901 shows a large reduction, compared 
with the corresponding months of 1900, due in part 
to the small production of hemp in the islands during 
the crop year of 1900, and in part to a great reduc- 
tion in price. In the ten months of 1900, ending: with 
October, 27,966 tons of manila hemp imported was 
valued at $5,225,261, and in the same months of 1901, 
20,579 tons of hemp imported from the islands was 
valued at but $2,945,771, the decrease in price thus 
being from $187 in 1900 to $143 per ton in 1901 for 
the period under consideration. 

The very small proportion of our sugar consump- 
tion which the Philippine Islands are supplying is 
shown by a comparison of the above figures of sugar 
imported from the Philippines with those of our total 
sugar importations during the year. The total importa- 
tion of sugar into the United States in the ten months 
ending with October amounts to about 4,000,000,000 
pounds, valued at about $100,000,000 ; and of this enor- 
mous total, only 11,424,000 pounds, valued at $138,159, 
came from the Philippine Islands. In other words, they 
have supplied during the present year about one-fifth of 
one per cent of the total value of our importations of 
sugar. The October report of the Bureau of Statistics 
shows that our importation of sugar from all countries 
except Hawaii and Porto Rico amounted to 3,346,065,- 
267 pounds, valued at $72,985.084. The reports from

Add to this the 
amount shipped from Porto Rico, and our total impor- 
tations of sugar during the ten months will aggregate 
the figures above named—four billion pounds, valued 
at 100 million dollars.

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Trade Report. 


BRADSTREET’S ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
TION. 


The editor of Bradstreets telegraphs us this ad- 
vance report of the iron and steel situation: 

Iron and steel production is active beyond prece- 
dent for this season of the year, and further advances 
of 50 cents and $1 per ton are noted in charcoal pig, 
which is taking the place of other grades at Chicago 
as a result of scarcity due to insufficient transporta- 
tion. Southern pig iron has been firmly put on a $12 
basis for No. 2 at Birmingham, and foundry pig has 
been advanced 50 cents at Philadelphia and Pittsburg. 
The shut down of Chicago furnaces has caused an 
accumulation of coke sufficient to allow several to 
resume. The Pittsburg district iron and steel trade 
alone is said to be short 5,000 cars, and although a 
change for the better is reported there, double the 
present shipments could be made if there were cars 
enough. So full of orders are American rail mills that 
a contract for 105,000 tons for Mexico went to England 
this week, no Americaan bids being received. New 
business reported chiefly for the second half of the 
year is of good volume, and in addition some large 
sales of foreign iron are reported. Alone of finished 
products, wire and nails have been weak, but this excep- 
tion has been partly remedied this week by the ad- 
vance of 10 cents for nails, and less talk of outside 
competition is heard. 





WIRE NAILS. 
Wire nails in small lots, from stock, are quoted at 
$2.15 to $2.25, and carloads, at $2.10. 





CUT NAILS. 
Owing to the low price of wire nails, there is little 
or no demand for cut nails, which are quoted at $2.30 
in small lots. 





BARB WIRE. 
Painted barb wire is quoted at $2.70 to $2.80, and 
$3 to $3.10 for galvanized, with 5 cents off for carload 
lots. 





PLAIN WIRE. 
Plain wire is quoted at $2.15 to $2.25 in small lots. 





BARS. 

The demand for bar iron remains strong, with 
prices very firm. The local interest is sold up for six 
months on steel bars, but Pittsburgh interests have 
booked a large tonnage. We quote iron and steel, 1.65c 
Chicago ; out of store, 1.90c to 2c. 





SHEETS. 

There is an active demand for sheets, which job- 
bers are not able to supply adequately. We quote No. 
27 black, 3.50c, and galvanized, 70 per cent to 70 and 
5 per cent. 





STRUCTURAL STEEL. 
New business is plentiful, but the continued scar- 
tity of cars is seriously interfering with the delivery 


of material in this territory. Heavy sections of beams 
can be secured in four to six weeks; light sections and 
angles, in three months; universal plates, six to eight 
weeks, and sheared plates in four weeks. We quote mill 
shipments, carload lots, as follows: Beams, 15 inches 
and under, 1.75c; over 6x6, 1.85c; plates, 1.75c, base; 
tees, 1.80c; zees, 1.75c; small lots from store, Yoc to 
34c higher; beams and channels from store, Yc to %4c 
per pound higher. 





BILLETS. 
The scarcity in the supply of billets continues, and 
Bessemer is quoted at $31 to $33; open hearth, $35 
to $35. 





MERCHANT STEEL. 

New business is plentiful and consumers are speci- 
fying heavily on contracts. The mills are crowded with 
orders for several months ahead and can accept but 
little new business. Owing to the car famine, the mills 
are stil several months behind with deliveries. We 
quote mill shipments, Chicago delivery, as follows: 
Smooth finished tire steel, 1.85c to 2c; open-hearth 
spring steel, 2.25c to 2.50c; toe calk, 2.40c to 2.60c; 
sleigh shoe, 1.65c to 1.80c; cutter shoe, 2.40c to 2.60c; 
ordinary tool steel, 6c to 7c; specials, 13c and upwards; 
less than car load lots, 5 per cent to 10 per cent higher.

The S. M. Howes Co., of Boston, announce a 30 
per cent. discount from list price on furnace fittings. 





CORDAGE. 

Manila rope, on a basis of 7-16 inch and larger, 
remains unchanged at 1234¢ to 13c per pound; sisal 
rope, on the same basis, is quoted at 814c to 914c per 
pound ; with a rebate of 14¢ per pound allowed on both 
kinds of rope in large quantities. 





BUILDING PAPERS. 

There has been an average advance in tarred pa- 
pers equivalent to about $2 a ton on single ply tarred 
roofing felt, and 5c a roll each on two and three ply 
tarred felt. For the eastern trade, single ply tarred felt 
is $28 per ton; twe ply, 50c a roll, and three ply, Y5c 
per roll, delivered. Rosin sized sheathing, deafening 
and slaters’ felt and water proof papers remain prac- 
tically unchanged. 





LINSEED OIL. 
City raw linseed oil is quoted at 57e per gallon in 
5-barrel lots or more, and 58c per gallon in less than 
5-barrel lots.
